To  His  Excellency,  Len  Small, 

Governor,  State  of  Illinois. 

Dear  Sir:  The  year  closing  June  30,  1928  has  shown  excellent 

results  from  the  standpoint  of  service  rendered  to  disabled  persons  by 
the  State  Division  of  Rehabilitation.  Each  year  has  marked  an  im- 
provement in  the  service,  and  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the 
work  is  so  complex  and  of  such  technical  nature  as  to  require  from  two 
to  three  years  for  a worker  to  become  well  trained  and  efficient.  The 
staff  is  now  well  grounded  in  rehabilitation  work  and  is  rendering  a fine 
type  of  service. 

During  the  year  just  ended,  409  vocationally  handicapped  persons 
were  rendered  fit  for,  and  placed  in  remunerative  employment.  Many 
of  these  individuals  had  no  earning  capacity  at  the  time  of  contact,  and 
the  earning  ability  of  the  others  Avas  greatly  reduced  from  normal  be- 
cause of  their  disabilities.

An  analysis  of  the  469  cases  shows  that  they  had  an  average  earn- 
ings of  $827.16  per  year  before  injury  which  dropped  to  $223.56  after 
injury  and  was  increased  to  $1^295.64  after  being  rehabilitated.  This 
is  an  increase  of  $1,072.08  per  year  more  after  rehabilitation  than  while 
in  the  disabled  condition,  and  an  increase  of  $477.48  over  their  previous 
normal  condition. 

The  gross  income  for  the  entire  group  was  $17,442.36  per  year  while 
in  their  disabled  condition,  and  was  increased  to  $607,655.28  after  re- 
habilitation— a gain  of  $590,202.92  per  year.  The  cost  to  the  State  was 
$177,250.43  which  leaves  a net  gain  of  $412,952.49  for  the  first  year. 

No  further  expense  is  anticipated  in  connection  with  this  group  but 
their  earning  capacity  will  l)e  stable  and  will  continue  for  many  years. 
Many  of  these  cases  were  actual  charity  cases  and  all  of  them  potential 
charity  cases.  In  addition  to  restoring  them  to  better  than  their  original 
earning  capacity,  there  is  a saving  of  a])proximately  $300.00  per  year 
for  life  for  all  that  were  living  on  charity. 

The  Federal  allotments  are  made  available  until  June  30,  1930  and 
it  is  not  known  at  this  time  whetlier  or  not  Congress  will  see  fit  to  con- 
tinue the  Federal  aid  after  this  date.  Under  the  present  State  law,  the 
whole  plan  is  contingent  upon  the  Federal  allotment  being  available, 
therefore  if  the  Government  fails  to  continue  the  allotments  after  June 
30,  1930,  the  State  Rehabilitation  program  will  cease  automatically. 

The  board  respectfully  recommends  that  proper  legislation'^  be 
passed  by  the  Fifty-sixth  General  Assembly  to  insure  the  continuance  of 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment participates  in  it. 
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On  July  1928,  there  were  101  applications  that  had  not  been 
acted  upon  for  the  reason  that  the  funds  available  were  exhausted.  This 
waiting  list  of  applicants  is  growing  every  month,  and  for  this  reason 
we  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be  increased  to  more  nearly  meet 
the  demands  made  upon  the  Division.
